Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1- 8 are allowed. The prior art of record fail to fairly disclose a vehicle 
guiding/positioning estimating device comprising, among other limitations, applying a 
slowing operation with respect to a change in a moving distance of the vehicle to a 
turning curvature that is estimated based on a steering angle value and a compensation 
for a dynamic delay of the turning curvature due to a torsional deformation of a tire of 
the vehicle being performed.
